THE PHILIPPI REBELLION, 

We summarise the fullowing news from] 
the files of the Comercin:— 

Shortly before 6 o'clock on tho afternoon 
of the 6th Dec., 147 conviets in tho public 
gaol at Cavite suddenly rose in open rovolt, 
killed the guards and effected their escape. 
The alarm occasioned thereby. was indes- 
eribible. The convicts, after. placing hors 
de combat evory guardian of the gaol, 
including the superiuiendent, took 
possession of the weapons they could 
find. handy, including Mauser 
tifles and revolvers which belonged to 
tho guards, indiscriminately made - their 
way towartls the interior’ through Real 
stroet and Arsonnl streot. The sentries 
in &. Folipo Fort, in tho Arsenal, and 
inthe barracks of the Cazadores and Marine 
Tufantry, on percciving their flight, opened 
firo upon thom. The runaways then divid- 
ed themselves into two groups, taking to 
the two atreets above stated. . Tho reports 
of tho discharges of ‘firearms ab unco 
aroused the inhabitants to the danger, and 
they proceeded to shut up the doors of 
their houses and barricade their establish- 
menta. Those of the inhabitants” who 
possess fire-arms (almost everyone of the 
European section of the inhabitants does 
iat the present crisis) also commenced to 
shoot the fugitives with rifles and revolvers, 
with tho rosult that the nuimbers of killed 
‘among the convicts, dropped one after 
We athe ate ant marin ‘tha 
of their flight. Piquets ‘from the 
Marine Infantry and from. the Caza- 
dores went out in pursuit. Some blue jac- 
kets who happened to be at the restaurant 
‘El Panay,’ after throwing at the convicts, 
on, their passage there, plates, tumblers, 
hottles, et., armed themselves with table 
knives and vent out to face the runaways ; 
the whole of Cavite scemed to have a hand at 
the destruction of tho unfortunates or 
their recapture, so that tho result, up to 
Tam. of the 7th Dec., was that about 80 of 
thom were killed and some 18or 20 recap- 
tured. :

A Parliamentary paper containing the 
report af the committvo of inquiry appoint- 
ed by the President of tho Beard of Trade

in The Times on Thursday, whon attention

The Board of Trade appointed, in 1894, 
Mr Leonard Courtney, M.P. (chairman), 
Lord Welby, Lord -Brassoy, Sir Robert

Janes Carmichacl, Mr Cosmo Monkhousa, 
Mr G. L. Ryder, C.B., Cuptain G. R. 
Vyvyan, Mr J. Fenwick Fonwitk, and Mr 
John Glover asa committee, whose duty 
} was to inquire into thy present condition of 
the Mercantile Marine Fimd, the sources 
of its revenue and the modo in which that 
Tovenue was applied; as also into’ the 
principles upon which light ducs woro at 
present levied, having regard to their in- 
cidence,upon different classes of ships and 
voyages; and to advise what (if any) 
changes wero desirable: for increasing the 
revenue of the fund and for adjusting such 
inequalities in the incidence of the tight 
dues as might he found to exist.
